“These Murals Are My Gift To America” 


Painted by Maxo Vanka (1890 - 
1963), a professional artist who 
immigrated to the U.S. from 
Croatia in the 1930s, the murals 
of Millvale's St. Nicholas Croatian 
Catholic Church are a striking 
blend of traditional religious 
images, national themes, and a far 
more explicit social commentary 
than is usually present in church 
art. 

Dominating the wall behind 
and above the altar, a robust, 
powerful figure of the Virgin with 
the Holy Child is captioned, 
“Mary, Queen of Croatians, Pray 
For Us”: clearly Vanka’s ideal¬ 
ized vision of a sanctified, free 
and fruitful motherland. Beneath 
this image, and partly obscured by 
the large altar presently used in 
the church, are contrasting scenes 
of Croatian migration — to the 
left, peasants in the rural land¬ 
scape of the motherland: to the 


right. Croatians in their industrial 
work clothes, the Allegheny Val¬ 
ley spread out behind them. (The 
scene blocked by the altar shows a 
ship at sea.) 

Counterpointing the altar paint¬ 
ing's idealized vision of the Vir¬ 
gin. other murals throughout the 
church show Virgin / Mothers 
pained and tortured by mankind's 
modern history Above the entry- 
way, in the back, the Virgin 
pushes away the bayonet thrust by 
a soldier, to the right of the rear 
entrance, in a scene set in Cro ■ tia. 
a group of young women in 
formal religious dress) weep over 
the coffin of a soldier; to the left 
of the entrance, women lament a 
young miner, killed at work in 
Johnstown, Pennsylvania. 

The side wall on the right shows 
Mother Croatia chained to a cross 
— Vanka’s reaction to his home¬ 
land's submission to Nazi Ger¬ 


many in 1941 Opposite, on the 
left side wall, is a female figure of 
Justice corrupted: she wears a gas 
mask and holds a set of scales in 
which gold outweighs bread. 
Other paintings under the choir 
echo the theme of gold and bread: 
to one side a capitalist in top hat, 
reading a stock report and eating 
rich food; on the other, a Croatian 
family blessing a simple meal. 

Above these earthly scenes, 
Vanka painted a transcendent 
vision In the ceiling's rear panels 
(above the scenes of industrial 
and battlefield death), Christ is 
pictured descending into Hell. 
Over the altar (above the caption 
“Mary Queen Of Croatians, Pray 
For Us”), He ascends to Heaven. 

Vanka did the murals in two 
sessions — first in 1937, then in 
1941. The priest at the time. 
Father Albert Zagar, commis¬ 
sioned the work but gave the 
artist a free hand to make his own 
statement 

When he finished the paintings. 
Vanka declared. “These murals 
are my gift to America.”

Mostar 

A town beneath the Velez mountains in the valley of the 
Neretva, Herzegovina's economic and cultural centre. 

In the vicinity are several prehistoric sites. There 
was a neolithic settlement near the source of the Buna 
(see: Blagaj on the Buna) in what is known as the Green 
Cave (Zelena pecina). Mt Ograc (Ogradj) near Hodbina 
had an Illyrian hilltop settlement established c. 1000 
B.C. On the slopes of Zvonigrad near Gomji Polog stood 
a prehistoric fortified settlement (4th-3rd century B.C.) 
The prehistoric fortifications found at the southern 
edge of Mostarsko blato, near the village of Biograci, 
were built in the shape of a horseshoe, and served as 
foundations for a Roman stronghold which existed from 
the 2nd to the 4th centuries. 

At Potoci are traces of a Roman settlement and the 
remains of a Roman basilica. Two Roman sarcophagi 
discovered close by contained Ostrogoth jeweller)' (6th 
century). Near Cim are the remains of an episcopal 
basilica (5th-6th century). 

The nucleus of present-day Mostar dates from the 
15th century. It was cited for the first time in 1474. 
From 1522 onwards it was the provisional seat of the 
Turkish administrative official developing into the 
economic, political and cultural centre of the 
Herzegovina district (sanjak) and a strategic base of 
operations for the Turks in their conflicts with Venice. 
In the early 18th century a circuit of walls was built 
around a large portion of the community with several 
towers, gatehouses and a bastion. Part of the 
fortification system along the Suhodolina stream has 
been preserved. 

The two medieval watch-towers by the old bridge 
over the Neretva, Hercegusa (Tara) and Halebinovka 
(Celovina) experienced Turkish modifications. 

Around Mostar are about 40 necropolises with 1,200 
steed , 143 decorated. The largest concentrations are 
located near the village of Bucid (165 stones, 6 
decorated), near the hamlet of Rancid (100, carvings on 
8), in the hamlet of Padezine (two sites with 84 stones, 
21 carved), in the village of Krusevo (52,19 carved). On 
view in the Herzegovina Museum are four carved 
monuments: a man on horseback, huntsmen, a 
tournament, a composition consisting of two portraits. 

The Old bridge , “a crescent in stone”, was built in 
1566 in honour of Sultan Suleiman the Magnificent. It 
has a single span (c. 30 m long, 4 m wide) rising 20 m 
above the water level. It was constructed by Mimar 
Hairedin the Younger. 



The old bazaar in Mostar , one of the most interesting parts of the city. 


The Saric mosque (1637). roofed with tiles, has a tall 
minaret and fine portal. Adjoining the mosque is 
Mostar’s largest Moslem cemetery', many stones with 
carved designs and calligraphic epitaphs. 

The old Orthodox church , probably 16th century, 
was built 1.5 meters beneath ground-level. It has a 
single nave and four columns. A distinctive feature is 
the womens gallery' separated by wooden grill, clearly 
the result of Moslem influence. The wooden iconostasis 
has a large number of icons of Yugoslav, Russian and 
Venetian origin (l5th to the 19th centuries). 

The Catholic bishop's residence was built in the first 
half of the 19th century. 

The old Serbian elementary ' school is a stone 
building dating from the mid-19th century'. 

The Turkish baths (hamam), vaulted and 
surmounted by 6 cupolas, differs as regards ground 
plan from other buildings of this type in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. Built of stone, it is attributed to the 
second half of the 16th century. 

The old bazaar (Stars carsija) stretching along the 
left bank of the Neretva upstream of the ancient bridge, 
constitutes a well-preserved complex of shops and 
stalls (Potkujundiiluk and Kujundiiluk streets), the 
architecture showing a definite Dalmatian influence. 
The entire complex was restored after the war. 

The old houses along the river and in other parts of 
town combine Islamic and Mediterranean features.
